Records of the Rockingham County 
Delegation 1941 


CONCORD, N. H. 
Jan. 8, 1941. 


The Rockingham County Delegation met at the 
State House for the purpose of organization. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Foote of 
Portsmouth, Chairman of the 1939 Delegation, who 
stated that the first order of business was the roll call. 
Mrs. Dondero, of Portsmouth, acting as Clerk, report- 
ed Messrs. Foote, of Seabrook, and Canty, of Ports- 
mouth, absent. ) 

The Chairman called for nominations for Chair- 
man. Mr. Grinnell, of Derry, nominated Mr. Peever of 
Salem. 

As there was but one nominee, it was voted that 
Mrs. Dondero, as Clerk, cast one vote for the delega- 
tion for Mr. Peever, and he was declared elected. He 
was escorted to the Chair by Mr. Grinnell, of Derry. 

The Chairman called for nominations for Clerk. 
Mr. Barrett, of Portsmouth nominated Mr. Fecteau, of 
Epping, and the nomination was seconded by Mr. Fogg, 
of Deerfield. Mr. McNeil, of Portsmouth, nominated 
Mrs. Dondero, and the nomination was seconded by 
Mr. Foote, of Portsmouth. Mrs. Dondero withdrew, 
and it was voted that she cast one vote for the delega- 
tion for Mr. Fecteau. This was done and Mr. Fecteau 
was declared elected. 

On motion of Mr. Pennell, of Exeter, seconded by 
Mr. Keay, of Kingston, a rising vote of thanks was ex- 
tended the retiring Chairman, Mr. Foote, for the man- 
ner in which he conducted the office. Mr. Foote 
thanked the delegation for the action. 
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On motion of Mr. Foote it was voted that the Chair- 
man appoint a committee of nine to consider and re- 
port their recommendations of the budget as proposed 
by the County Commissioners. 

Voted to adjourn, subject to call of the Chair.

After reconsidera- 
tion of items which had been approved in the previous 
convention of April 29th held at Concord, full consid- 
eration of the entire budget, item by item, followed, 
the budget finally established and authorized with the 
exception of the item calling for $1,000.00 temporary: 
combined extra salary for the County Commissioners 
for each of the years 1941 and 1942. Consideration of 
this item was temporarily postponed pending receipt 
of guidance from the Attorney General’s department 
as to the proper procedure. It was voted to continue 
the periodic inspection visits to the County Farm and 
the Mitchell Memorial Hospital by five-man commit- 
tees of the County Delegation, these inspections to be 
made in the same manner as heretofore. 

It was voted that quarterly reports by the Board 
of County Commissioners, showing the expenditures 
against appropriations, be continued to be sent to each 
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member of the County Delegations during the ensuing 
two years.

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Commissioners’ Report 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State 
of New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Rockingham 
County, herewith, present the annual report of the 
County Commissioners, Treasurer, Superintendent .of 
County Farm, Superintendent of Mitchell Memorial 
Hospital, Clerk of Superior Court, County Solicitor, 
Sheriff, Farm Chaplain, Farm Physician, and Audi- 
tors for the year ending December 31, 1941. 

Efficient management of the County Farm has con- 
tinued throughout the past year, despite the difficulties 
constantly arising from increasing costs of labor, pro- 
visions and supplies. A new house of seven rooms was 
constructed for the Superintendent and Matron in or- 
der to make available for the nurses’ home, the former 
quarters of the Superintendent and Matron, as for the 
past several years there has existed a very serious 
shortage of quarters for our nurses and other em- 
ployees. As shown by our figures, this new house was 
built ready for occupancy for $2,996.86. This was made 
possible by very careful planning and by the use of 
County Farm labor, lumber and materials, so far as 
possible. 

Despite the drought, crops were such as to indicate 
a sufficient supply for needs through the coming season 
with reasonable surpluses for sale in certain crops, as 
usual. 

The Mitchell Memorial Hospital, for its third suc- 
cessive year, has operated within its budget, ending the 
year with a balance of $124.23. Analysis of the report 
of the Hospital, which will be found in the latter part 
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of this book, will indicate why we consider this Hos- 
pital to have well justified its existence to date. 

The resignation because of continued ill health of 
Mr. George E. Frame as business manager of the 
Mitchell Memorial Hospital was accepted in December. 
Mr. Frame had rendered very valuable service to this 
county and it was with genuine regret that we saw him 
leave our employ. 

On May 1, 1941, Dr. Edwin B. McLean resigned 
as Medical Director, to enter the United States Navy, 
and was succeeded by Dr. John C. Greenan, who for- 
merly was in charge of the Eastern Health District for 
the New Hampshire State Board of Health. Dr. Green- 
an has continued the most valuable work which was 
so well initiated by Dr. McLean. As Dr. Greenan’s re- 
lief, the services of Dr. John W. Blaisdell have also 
been of great value to this County. 

The arrangement at the Mitchell Memorial Hos- 
pital under which, by virtue of our having a Medical 
Director constantly on service, the Chief Surgeons, Dr. 
Lawrence R. Hazzard and Dr. Lester R. Whitaker, and 
their staff of assistants, Dr. Donald W. Leonard, Dr. 
Stanley W. Machaj, Dr. Robert Tower, and Dr. Fran- 
cis J. Hand, give this County their services is one of 
the finest arrangements in any County in this State. 
This County is indeed fortunate in having surgeons 
and physicians with such willingness to make this 
great contribution. | 

Expenditures for direct relief to the needy have 
been decreased in the amount of $26,553.40. While 
present employment conditions make it unnecessary 
for aid to be given to any able bodied employable per- 
sons, the number of ailing. and infirm unemployable 
persons, mostly women and minor children who still 
must be aided, are such that our total expenditure is 
still very substantial. Every effort possible is being 
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constantly made to cause any relatives who are legally ' 
responsible for assisting, to do so. 

The settlement law which since June 1, 1938, 
causes any public charge who has received assistance 
from a given town in each of the past five consecutive 
years to then become the obligation of the County for 
support, continues to add these chronic cases (those 
who in many instances will continue to need aid per- 
manently) to us for our expenditure. 

The net debt of the County has been decreased in 
the amount of $32,830.48, it being as of December 31, 
1941, $43,338.56, of which $42,000.00 is represented 
by outstanding bonds, leaving a net short term debt 
of $1,338.56. 

To all those in the employ of the County,’ officials 
of the towns, the city of Portsmouth, to all the physi- 
cians and surgeons who have so generously contrib- 
uted their services at the Mitchell Memorial Hospital, 
to clubs and organizations and all who have aided in 
the administration of County affairs and have kindly 
contributed to the welfare and happiness of the in- 
mates of the institution, we are sincerely grateful.

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Home Demonstration Agent Work in Rockingham 
County, 1941 


The goals of Home Demonstration work: better 
homes, good health, and successful family living as- 
sumed a new significance in these critical times, and it 
is the pleasure as well as the privilege of the Home 
Agent to bring to rural women the best information 
available in Home Economics in the most convenient 
form to help them in their daily lives. During the year 
1941, an extension program was carried on in 33 of a 
possible 37 towns in Rockingham County. This in- 
cluded 125 demonstrations on food, clothing and home 
management with an attendance of 1414 women. 

As the nation mobilized for total defense, and turned 
the spot light on the relation of food to health, a great 
deal of stress was given to balanced and nutritious 
meals from food produced at home. As a result of the 
extension program, many families enjoyed a better- — 
planned food supply with more canned and stored 
foods, more careful meal planning and wiser buying. 

Home sewing continued to be an excellent way ‘‘to 
stretch’ the clothing dollar in farm homes. Several 
machine clinics were also held in the county where 
women were taught how to clean and oil and make 
minor repairs on their sewing machinés. 

Interest in home improvement was widespread with 
large numbers of rural families in all parts of the 
county devoting time, money and skill to making their 
homes more comfortable, convenient and attractive. 
This program included upholstering and refinishing of 
furniture and the reseating of chairs. 

The mattress project presented a new opportunity 
for extension workers to serve low-income families and 
under my supervision 168 mattresses and 67 com- 
forters were made from this surplus cotton provided 
by the Surplus Marketing Administration. 
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Another community project which had far reaching 
effect was the ‘foot clinic’ where both men and wom- 
en were given an examination and helpful advice on 
foot troubles. 

Three hundred fifty-one home visits were made dur- 
ing the year. These home visits offer one of the best 
opportunities for the agent to reach women in more 
rural sections and help them with these problems. 
This included 69 visits to mothers of young children 
who couldn’t get out to the regular meetings held in 
their community. 

Other extension activities included broadcasting 
where I continued the practice of using local women 
on my programs. I also cooperated with women’s 
clubs, Parent Teachers’ Associations, Granges, Red 
Cross, and the Farm Security Administration. 

The number of volunteer leaders in Home Demon- 
stration work reached a new high in 1941. These 
women represent an active educational force in their 
communities and it seems to me there is no greater 
evidence of the progress of Home Demonstration work 
than the broad viewpoint taken by Home Demonstra- 
tion club members towards their responsibilities in the 
community in which they live.

Chaplain’s Report 


Since becoming Chaplain of the Home in September, 
the relationship with the guests, the superintendent 
and his wife, and other members of the staff has been 
a most pleasant one. 

With the assistance of my wife, I have been study- 
ing the needs of the guests, beyond the preaching of 
sermons twice each month. It is our hope that we can 
discover other ways of being of service to the Home. 

During the four months since coming here, we have 
held 11 services in the Chapel. We made 382 visits to 
guests and members of the staff in that time. We have 
been called upon only once in that time to officiate at 
the funeral of one of the guests. 

Late in November we conducted a special service in 
the Chapel with people from the Epping Community 
Church, the Exeter Baptist, Brentwood Congregational 
and Brentwood Baptist Churches furnishing the talent 
for the program. It is our hope that this occasion may 
be repeated several times during the year, with 
churches from other parts of the County furnishing 
the program. : 

The Chaplain and thirteen young people sang Christ- 
mas carols at the Memorial Hospital, the Infirmary, and 
the Men’s and Women’s Homes on Christmas eve. A 
group of young people, accompanied by the Chaplain 
and his wife, entertained the ladies of the Home with . 
songs and refreshments one afternoon during the 
Christmas holidays. 

The members of the Brentwood Baptist Church pre- 
sented a Christmas pageant in the Chapel on the Sun- 
day evening following Christmas. Inmates from the 
jail and from the two departments of the Home enjoyed 
the entertainment. 

Through the cooperation of Mr. and Mrs. Hilton, we 
hope to make our year of service at the Home, one of 
inspiration and helpfulness.
